The  mistaken  e^nomy  of  Psrlisinenl  suflTered  the  grand  Alabaster 
Sarcophagus,  which  had  teen  sent  by  Mr  Salt  to  the  British  Museum, 
and  offered  for  Government  purchase,  to  be  bought  by  the  Architect 
Soane,  of  whose  fine  Collection  it  forms  a  part,  and  to  whose  public- 
spirited  liberality  we  are  indebted  for  its  not  being  conveyed  to  Pelers- 
burgh,  Mr  Soane  having  out-bid  ihe  Russian  Emperor,  Among  the  high 
hopes  of  public  benefit  from  the  new  Administration,  is  that  of 
having  a  Goveriltnent  patronage  of  Art.  At  members  of  Ihe  most  wealthy

Tlie  fourtli  number,  which  is  now  before  the  public,  completes  tha 
second  volume  of  this  magnificent  work,  and  is  in  all  respects  on  a  par 
with  its  predecessors,  except  in  the  absence  of  the  graver  of  Mr  Mosbh 
in  the  sculptured  figures.  Its  folio  size,  printed  uiiiformly  with  STi;AaT*a 
Athens;  its  instructive  descriptions,  written  by  Mr  Donalohon  ;  its 
picturet-qne  internal  as  well  as  external  views  of  public  and  private 
structures,  engraved  in  an  appropriate  style  by  Messrs  Coox E,  Allkiv, 
Rowe,  &c.;  its  aocurate  plans  of  excavations,  Ac.  up  to  1897;  with  its 
outlined  seotiofis  and  elevations  of  the  tombs  from  MaziIis,  all  invite  to 
it  the  admiring  attention  of  the  lovers  of  knowledge,  of  antiquity,  and 
art.  In  hit  brief  Preface  to  Volume  11,  Mr  Donalosox  heaa  email  but 
strongly-marked  sketch  ef  the  lamented  MaxoIs,  who  died  in  Fraeoe  ox 
the  Slstof  last  Deoeiiiker,  aged  43.  Ha  was  a  pupil  of  the  celabraied  * 
Pebcixr,  who  it  regarded  as  the  father  of  the  French  school  of  ArcKU 
lecture,  and  whose  reputation  is  no  less  dislingutshed  by  foreign  nariona. ' 
He  vrent  to  the  classio  land  of  the  arts,  where, by  his  failhfukaiuPexqei* 
site  delineations  of  the  ruins  of  Pompeii,  no  less  than  by  the  elegance  of 
his  literary  illustrations,  ha  ail^scted  the  notice  of  the  then  raigning 
Queen  of  Naples,  by  wlmm  ha  was  appointed  *  Dessinateiir  da  son 
Cabinet.”

From  the  niountaiiPs  summit 
rises  a  fiery  column,  and  anotlicr  of  pealing  smoke,  ascending,  in  dark , 
distinctnass,  from  the  contiguous  column  of  fire,  and  the  illumined 
atmosphere  immediately  about  tire  mountain,  and  overtopping  and  en¬ 
circling  that  grand  light  witli  an  awful  blackness,  while  the  upheaving 
fire  if  refiectad  in  the  watery  axpanaa  and  on  soma  flue  adificM  wliioii 
skirt  the  shore.  The  terrible  grandeur  ia  oomplated  by  iba  fleroa  pixy 
of  lightning,  and  a  rain  of  ashes.  Among  the  other  nineteen  Engravings 
from  the  lieautiful  Drawings  of  Lieut. -Col.  Cuckdurm,  J.  Goldicott, 
H.  Parxx,  and  T.  L.  Doraloson,  Arcliiiaots,  a  peculiar  saiiataotian  ia 
derived  from  those  which  feed  curiosity  audaocial  sympathy  by  displaying 
the  interior  of  the  domestic  residenots  of  ilia  ancient  Italians,  nearly 
eighteen  centuries  ago.  Such  is  Ihe  plate  of  the  Oath  ia  /Jiaiasa  •  FT/hs, 
and  that  of  tha  Seeiitm  ef  tke  Maths,  mth  a  I*ainSimg  em  the  Waits,  The 
Painting  is  over  a  large  basin,  and  “  repraeents  vanoua  aorta  of  brightly 
coloured  fish  swimming.  For  twelve  years  this  Paioiing  had  baen  ex¬ 
posed,  and,  on  being  wetted,  shewed  the  tints  in  all  their  original  force 
and  transparency  I  but  now, few  traces  renmin  of  this  interesting  picture.** 
Such  also  are  the  plates  of  the  Paimted  Ctsthsgs  ef  Roeme,  and  PmMed 
Bids  of  a  Room,  **  The  Pompeians  appear  le  bare  admired  gaudy  oeleura 
to  excess.  When  the  wails  of  the  court,  hail,  or  taeiple,  ware  divided 
into  courset  of  stone,  each  block  was  painted  with  the  most  vivid  tinta.

ment  wom  composed  of  slender  pillars,  diminutive  eotablaturas  agd

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pubtication,  but  only  we  trust  for  Mte  preatnt;  for  the  Preface  to  the.

shall  appear  to  autliorifte  iU  eular)(ement,  the  Publisher  has  access  to 
mailer  of  iufficient  mterest  and  importance  to  constitute  a  Third  Volume.**

Tub  lubslance  of  the  Foreign  newa  of  the  week,  although  not  without 
interest,  may  be  soon  unfolded.  In  the  first  place,  as  regards  Por¬ 
tugal,  the  private  letters  continue  to  describe  the  same  wretched 
tissue  of  change  and  iucooaistenoy  which  has  so  long  prevailed, — a 
itate  of.  things  which  will  not  be  assisted  by  the  arrival  of  the  intelli¬ 
gence  that  the  republic  of  Buenos  Ayres  will  not  ratify  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  treaty  with  Brazil.  This,  supposing  any  remnant  of  power  on 
the  part  of  the  former,  ought  not  to  excite  surprise,  as,  past  all  doubt, 
the  terms  of  the  preliminary  agreement  were  in  a  high  degree  unfa¬ 
vourable  to  the  latter.  So  much  was  this  the  .case,  that  it  bccaiue 
queaiiouable  how  far  we  ought  to  have  taken  any  share  in  promoting 
auch  a  pacification.  It  has  been  well  observed  in  a  daily  paper,  that 
nothing  could  render  us  anxious  for  a  peace  between  the  two’ powers, 
Qo  terms  that  were  not  impartially  advantageous,  but  our  natural 
anaiety  to  release  Dob  Pbdbo  from  hostilities  which  might  impede 
hit  mfluence  or  power  of  acting  in  Portugal.  All  hope  of  his  personal 
appearance  in  Europe,  however,  is  now  terminated,  without  the  pos- 
aibiliiy,  on  our  part,  of  boding  fault  with  the  spirit  of  the  republic 
which  has  refused  to  sanction  its  own  degradation.  According  to  a

Nothing  can  exceed  the  animosity  enteruined  towani, 
against  whom  eternal  war  is  denounced;  but  unhappily,  or  raiW 
as  far  as  this  temper  goes,  happily,  the  power  of  waging  w’,.  on  soeh 
a  principle  is  out  of  the  question.  The  moment  tliis  news  teadirf 
Rio  Janeiro,  it  seems  that  feelings  of  the  greatest  consternation  wet. 
displayed,  gold  rose  to  110  per  cent.,  siWer  to  48,  and  even  copper  to 
18 ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  exchange  on  London  fell  conskletabl

We  relieve  our  fellow -creatures  iu  the  gross  aitUout 
personal  concern  for  them,  as  kin^  destroy  them  in  battles  a  ithout  per¬ 
son^  gnimosity.  May  not  the  feeling  of  charity  be  extinguished  by 
making  the  support  of  the  poor  a  public  obligaUon  ?  It  was  remarked  of 
old,  that  the  Lacedemonians  were  the  most  inhospitable  people  in  Greece; 
and  they  had  a  public  fund  for  the  entertainment  of  strangers.  Was 
1  this  not  probably  the  causa  of  their  inhospitality !  llie  vulgar  proverb  says 
[  truly,  however  tritely,  **  What  is  everybody’s  business,  is  no  body’s  busi¬ 
ness  and  that  which  is  made  the  duty  of  all  collectively,  ceases  to  be  tho 
i  duty  of  ^ach  individually.  In  Frant'e  1  have  seen  postilions  throwing  their 
I  sol  pieces  to  benars  on  the  roads,  lu  Kogland  a  duke  would  scarcely  do 
as  much  ;  or  if  m  did,  he  would  wonder  immediately  at  his  own  great 
goodness  of  heart,  aiui  tremble  at  the  dire  apprehension  that  so  excellent  a 
nature  might  have  been  the  dupe  of  an  impostor,  to  the  amount  of  one  half* 
penny  of  our  Carsar’s  money;  Hut  the  duke,  it  is  true,  expends  a  French 
gentleman’s  income  in  contributions  to  charitable  institutions — in  the  sup¬ 
port  of  great  houses  with  two  broad  wings  and  a  narrow  chested  centre— 
the  one  wing  for  the  governor,  the  oUier  for  various  superior  othcers  and 
secretary,  and  Uie  little  middle  for  the  objects,  litis  is  formal  charity— 
that  of  the  French  postilion,  who  drops  his  stiver  to  the  way-faring  wretch 
on  the  road,  is  sympathetic  charity.  The  duke  keeps  a  charity  as  Tie  kfepe 
a  mistress,  not  neceasartly  because  it  gratifies  him,  but  liev  ause  it  it  the 
fashion,  llie  French  drudge  bestows  his  alms  from  the  feeling  referred  to 
in  the  simple  touching  lines  of  the  Robin  Grey  of  llolcroO 
**  The  poor  man  alone.

Idleness,  the  badge  of  gentry,  the  bane  of  body  and  mind 


We  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  English  theatrical  company  at  Paiii 


.  Bttte  of  naughtiness,  the  chief  author  of  all  mischief,  one  of  the  seven 
tins,  t^c  Devil’s  cushion  (as  Gualter  calls  it)  his  pillow  and  chief 
kdosu:  for  the  mind  can  never  rest,  but  still  meditates  oh  ode  thing  or 
e^Mpt  it  be  occupied  about  some  honest  business,  of  its  oiVn 
Iie0!d  it  miheth  into  melancholy.  It  fills  the  body  full  of  phlegm,  gross 
^mpors  and  all  manner  of  obstuctions,  rheums,  catarrhs,  &c.  They  that 
ve  idle  are  far  more  subject  to  melancholy  than  such  as  are  conversant  or 
MUploved  about  any  office  or  business;  Plutarch  reckons  up  idleness  for  a 
•^caase  of  the  sickness  of  the  souK — Idleness  is  either  of  body  or  mind. 
Ihtt  of  body  is  nothing  but  a  kind  of  benumbing  laziness,  intermitting 
ftereise,  which  causeth  crudities,  obstructions,  exeremental  humours, 
qaeoefaetb  the  natural  heat,  dulls  the  spirits,  and  makes  them  unapt  to  do 
i^hiog  whatever.  A  horse  in  a  stable  that  never  travels,  a  hawk  in  a 
new  that  seldom  flies,  are  both  subject  to  diseases:  an  idle  dog  will  be 
naocT^and  how  shall  an  idle  person  think  to  escape  ?  Idleness  of  the 
orad  is  much  worse  than  this  of  the  body  :  wit  without  employment  is  a 
dweise—^Ngo  animif  rubigo  ingenii — the  rest  of  tlie  soul,  a  plague,  a 
keU  itself.  'As  in  a  standing  pool  worms  and  filthy  creepers  increase,  the 
water  itself  putrifies,  and  air  likewise,  if  it  be  not  continually  stirred  by 
tlR  wind,  so  do  evil  and  corrupt  thoughts  in  an  idle  person  ;  the  soul  is 
contaminated.  Ti'>us  much  I  dare  boldly  say,  he  or  she  that  is  idle,  be 
they  of  what  condition  they  will,  never  so  rich  so  well  allied,  fortunate^ 
bpp7,^let  them  have  all  things  in  abundance  and  felicity  that  heart  can 
wish  and  desire,  all  contentment,— so  long  as  he  or  she  or  they  are  idle, 
tbet  shall  never  be  pleased,  never  well  in  body  and  mind ;  but  weary 
idli,  sickly *8till,  vexed  still,  loathing  still,— weeping,  sighing,  grieving, 
stspecting,— olFended  with  the  worid,  with  every  object,  wishing  them- 
selves  gone  or  dead,  or  else  carried  away  with  soiiie  foolish  phantasie  or 
other.  And  this  is  the  true  cause  that  so  many  great  men,  ladies,  and  gentle¬ 
women,  labour  of  this  disease  in  country  and  city ;  for  idleness  is  an 
ippendix  to  nobility  ;  they  count  it  a  disgrace  to  work,  and  spend  all  their 


days  in  sports,  recreations,  and  pastimes,  and  will  therefore  take  no  pains, 
he  of  no  vocation.  They  feed  liberally,  fare  well,  want  exercise,  action, 
employment, — and  thence  their  bodies  become  full  of  gross  humours, 
#ind,  crmlhies ;  their  minds  disquieted,  dull,  heavy,  &c.  When  you  shall 
kpir  and  sec  so  many  discontented  persons  in  all  places,  so  many  unneces- 
ury  tomplaints,  fears,  suspicions,  tlie  best  means  lo  redress  it  is  to  set 
them  awork,  so  to;busy  their  minds:  for  the  truth  is,  they  are  idt.e.

The  defendant  proposed  making  4 
settlement  of  part  of  his  property  upon  her,  and  a  person  named  Troctor 
who  had  since  left  the  country,  wu  instructed  to  draw  up  a  settlemtot’ 
Tbe  settlement  wu  shown  to  the  plaintiff  for  tbe  purpose  of  deluding  her* 
It  wu  not  worth  a  farthing,  u  it  wu  drawn  on  a  wrong  stamp.  The  dc^ 
feodant  actually  meuured  the  plaintiff ’s  finder  for  the  wedding.ring,  asd 
ordered  his  own  wedding  clpthes ;  but  perceiving  be  wu  not  likely  to  suc¬ 
ceed  in  bis  wicked  purposes,  without  assigning  any  reason  he  broke  off  tbs 
match. 

*Mrs  Priscilla  Weighty  mother  of  tbe  plaintiff,  dejposed  to  the  facts 
above  stated.  She  added — I  saw  the  defendant  on  the  7th  of  Msrehia 
the  present  year ;  he  then  said,  *  I  have  altered  my  mind.  I  shall  nst 
make  my  property  over,  and  1  will  have  no  more  to  do  with  iu’  Sioos 
that  my  daughter  hu  been  fretting  much  about  the  old  man ;  1  have  seta 
her  in  tears  very  often.” 

Cross-examined : — She  cries  because  an  old  man  of  more  than  doobia 
her  own  age  would  not  marry  her.  Her  health  is  seriously  affected  by 
losing  such  a  husband.  She  did  bold  him  in  the  most  perfect  contempt 
when  he  first  paid  attentions  to  her but  she  liked  him  when  she  bad  con¬ 
sented  to  become  his  wife.  I  never  heard  her  uy  that  she  never  would 
live  with  such  an  old  fellow  ;  and  I  never  heard  her  say  that  if  she  kH 
mariied  him,  she  would  have  got  bis  money,  and  left  him  to  go  to  live  ia 
London. 

Mr  CarrinotoM)  for  the  defendant,  felt  quite  sure  that  the  Jury  would 
see  that  the  defendant’s  property  was  really  the  object  of  attack  in  tw  cate, 
and  would  feel  that  if  tbe  plaintiff’s  parents  had  acted  properly  towards 
their  child,  they  would  have  been  the  first  to  prevent  a  marriage  so  uDeausL 
With  regard  to  tbe  settlement  being  on  a  wrong  stamp,  that  was  caused  by 
the  person  who  prepared  it,  and  not  by  the  defendant.  The  plaintiff, 
was  admitted,  was  much  admired ;  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  she  would 
marry  some  one  suitable  to  her.  ^  ^ 

The  Jury,  After,  remaining  in  consultation  for  two  hours,  retumed  a 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff— Damages*  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-Jive  Pousit,

Tliey  went  into  tba 
kifchtii,  and  drank  together.  In  a  short  time,  the  deceased  obiaiaad 
leave  to  go  to  Itia  bed-room,  to  put  on  his  coat  and  haadkerchief;  aod 
there  he  commilicd  suicide.  Verdict— Insanity.
